DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 15- 19 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected in respond to the restriction mailed on 01/03/2008 there 
being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the 
reply filed on 01/31/08. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the Claims: 

Non elected claims 15-19 have been canceled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-14 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

Isabell Buresch et al ( U. S. Patent Application: 2004/0202884) teaches an 
electrically conductive composition where the metallic particles solidified from a melt 
and deposited on the device following by heat treatment and pressure treatment, 
however it is not a metal liquid device and the heat treatment is not cause the metal 
particles to melt on the surface. 
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Brumleve et al (U. S. Patent Application: 2001/0038264) teaches a method of 
solidifying the liquid metal (mercury) and then liquefying it, but it is not for making a 
liquid metal device. 

Takenaka (U. S. Patent Application: 2003/0075428), Wong (U. S. Patent: 
6900578), Karnowsky (U. S. patent: 4652710), and Wong (U. S. Patent Application: 
2004/0201907), teach a liquid metal device (electrical switch) however the liquid metal 
is not applied to the surface as solid particles or balls. 

Although the cited references teach some parts of the invention concept, but the 
prior art of record does not fairly teach or suggest combining the said references in a 
process which combines the solidifying the liquid metal, deposit it and liquefying it for 
the purpose of application in a liquid metal device.
